No   one   saw 
him   fall,    but  he   was   picked   up   sev- 
eral   minutes    later    when    one    of    the 
employees    on.  the    lower    floor,      who 
chanced  to  be  passing,  found  the  un- 
conscious   man.     Dr.    Bapty    and    the 
ambulance  were  called  at  once     when 
a   preliminary   examination    made     by 
the     doctor     revealed     that     life     was 
fleeting.     Fifteen  mlniites  later  at  the

FRUIT    GROWING    COURSES 

Successful  Series  of  Government  Con- 
ducted  Addresses  and    De- 
monstrations 


The  plans  for  the  new  Court  House 
and  Provincial  government  building  at 
Grand  Forks,  for  the  erection  of  which 
tenders  are  now  being  Invited  by  the 
Public  Works  department,  have  Just 
been  completed  by  Mr.  Lawrence,  su- 
pervising architect  for  the  provincial 
government,  and  are  now  on  exhibition 
at  the  big  buildings  "over  the  Bay." 
They  Indicate  complete  abandonment,  as 
Inadequate  and  unsuitable,  of  the  plans 
previously  prepared,  and  show  a  band- 
gome  structure  In  the  Italian  Rennais- 
sance.  to  be  built  of  British  Columbia 
white  -marble  and  buff  brick,  occupying 
a    ground    floor    of    space    of    72    by    7  1 

feet. 

The  basement  level  will  be  utlliz(>d 
for  the  heating  apparatus,  coal  bunk- 
ers, etc  On  the  ground  floor  are  tho 
government  agent's  private  and  public 
offices,  land  department  offices,  chief 
constable's  room,  strong  room,  jani- 
tor's quarters  and  police  cells,  each 
with  modern  lavatories  and  similar  con- 
veniences. The  court  room,  an  impos- 
ing apartment  thirty-flve  feet  In  length 
by  thirty-eight  feet  wide,  occupies  a 
central  position  on  the  first  floor — 
judges'  room,  library,  barrlstere'  room, 
petit  and  grand  pury  rooms,  county 
court  judges'  room,  sheriff's  office, 
male  and  female  witnesses'  rooms,  and 
prisoners'  room  being  grouped  about 
the  central  court  room  on  a  system  af- 
fording perfect  means  of  Intercommu- 
nication and  every  facility  In  working 
these    allied    departments. 

The  edifice  as  a  whole  is  uS5Hke  any 
public  or  private  building  at  present 
existent  In  British  Columbia,  the  arcli- 
llecture  possessing  unique  and  pleas- 
ing Individuality.  In  al)  probability 
the  dressings  throughout  will  be  of 
Grand  Forks  mai*ble,  an  exceptionally 
handsome  stone,  of  which  the  neigh- 
boring quarries  affords  an  abundant 
supply.

Sanderson  stands  committed  by  Po- 
lice MaKistrnto  Shaw  of  Vancouver  for 
trial  at  the  spring  assizes  in  that  city 
on  a  charge  of  unlawfully  wounding  ono 
AVUliam  Charles  Artus,  with  Intent  to 
disfigure  the  said  W.  C  .Artus,  and  the 
exhibit  consists  of  a  small  section  of 
the  left  ear  of  the  aforesaid  Artus,  care- 
fully preserved  In  alcohol  In  a  cute  little 
bottle. 

The  depositions  In  the  case  unfold  a 
story  of  sudden  anger  and  a  shortlived 
rough-and-tumble  fight,  out  of  wbi«.li  Ar- 
tus emerged  minus  the  portion  of  Uih 
ear  tliat  now  figures  largely  In  those 
criminal   proceedings. 

Mr.  Arttis'  tostlmony  was  to  the  effeet 
that  he  wont  Into  the  barber  shop  whev«

a.  sliave.  Being,  a  careful  man  And  averse

HERE   AND    THERE 

Wunicn  of  all  countrlea  arc  intcrcsi- 
ed  In  the  producllon  of  cotton  and  the 
operations  by  whkh  it  Is  prepared  for 
use.  In  all  piirts  of  tho  world  to 
which  civilized  man  has  penetrated,  it 
is  used  for  clothing.  Comparatively 
few  fabrics  are  woven  into  which  cot- 
ton in  some  form  does  not  enter,  and 
the  number  and  variety  of  those  com- 
posed exclusively  of  it  are  almost  end- 
less. It  is  more  than  u  hujidred  years 
since  Ell  Whitney's  cotton  ghi  was  in- 
vented to  separate  the  wool  frt>m  the 
seeds  Imbedded  in  it.  This  not  only 
did  away  with  a  great  deal  of  tedious 
work,  but  made  the  raw  cottou  «o 
much,  cheaper  that  the  manufiictwro 
grew  rapidly. 

But  from  the  beginning  of  tho 
growth  of  cotton,  a  very  long  lime  In- 
deed, till  the  last  crop  whs  harvested, 
no  better  Implement  for  taking  tho 
wool  from  the  pods  has  been  found 
than  the  human  hand.  Most  of  us 
have  realized  while  reading  Uncle 
Tom's  Cabin,  what  exhausting  work 
the  harvesting  of  the  cotton  crop 
really  is.

tion. Uke  wneat  the  crop  is  ready 
for  gathering  over  a  large  region  at 
once.  Delay  In  gathering  or  incle- 
ment weather  may  injure  the  fibre  of 
the  cotton.  For  this  reason,  the 
greatest  number  of  workers  must  be 
gathered  together  and  each  forced  to 
work  as  fast  as  he  or  she  can.  Many 
of  the  pickers  are  children  and,  c'- 
though  slavery  has  be.^n  abolished,  it 
is  hard  even  for  humane  iplanters  to 
prevents  cruelty  on  the  part  of  their 
managers. 

But  there's  a  gooa  time  coming  for 
all  the  little  folk  who  have  been 
forced  to  work  in  the  burning  sun  and 
for  the^  weary  women  who  welcomed 
darkness  as  a  relief  for  burning  eyes 
and  aching  limbs.  A  machine  haa 
been  invented  for  picking  cotton 
which,  if  the  descriptions  given,  are 
true,  will  net  only  gather  the  cotton 
faster  than  is  now  possible  but  will 
gather  It  better. 


Kor  20  years  the  inventor,  whose 
name  is  Angus  Campbell,  hua  thought 
and  i)lanned  and  exiierlmented  tlU  at 
last  he  haa  perfected  a  machine  that 
will  do  the  work  of  50  pairs  of  handa, 
will  discriminate  between  ripe  <uid 
unripe  cotton,  and  between  leaves 
and  cotton  bulls,  and  will  injure  neither 
cotton   nor  plant. 

As  scarcity  of  labor  JjftS  hitherto 
prevented  many  men  (r4in  planting 
cotton  it  is  believed  the  Invention  will 
stimulate  the  growth  of  the  Industry 
and,  in  Uie  end,  cheapen  the  llnlshed 
product 

Like  /most  labor-saving  devices'  this 
machine  will  throw  many  people  out 
of  employment,  temporarily  at  least. 
Few  will  Iftinent  thla  in  jyft«  jsfse  ^f 
children.

Word 
was  received  yesterday  that  an  order 
has  been  placed  on  the  Clyde  for  a 
fine  modern  passenger  steamer  of 
10,000  tons  register  for  the  Canadian- 
Australian  lino,  with  the  nrnnppct  of 
a  sister  liner  being  constructed  soon 
afterward,  and  telegraphic  advices 
from  New  York  report  the  sailing  of 
Sir  Thomas  Shaughnessy,  president 
ol  the  C.  P.  R.  for  the  United  King- 
dom by  the  White  Star  liner  Celtic 
to  place  orders  for  the  building  of  two 
10,000 -ton  steamers,  modern  mall  and 
passenger  liners,  to  replace  the  Em- 
press of  China  and  Empress  of  India 
in  the  trans -Pacific  trade  from  this 
port  early  next  season.  The  Weir 
line  has  added  a  tO,000-ton  liner,  the 
Luceric,  now  en  route  from  Manila  to 
this  port  via  Hong  Kong  and  the 
usual  ports  of  call,  and  a  sister 
steamer,  the  Orterlc  is  now  on  the 
way  from  Glasgow  to  this  port  to 
join  the  same  service. 

The  new  10,000-ton  liner  being 
built  on  the  Clyde  for  the  Canadian- 
Australian  service  of  the  Union 
Steamship  Company  is  for  the  service 
to  he  re-organized  under  the  new 
mail  contract  which  begins  in  Aug- 
ust. The  new  steamer  will  replace 
the  Zealandla  of  the  Huddert-Parker 
interests,  which  held  a  third  of  the 
former  mail  contract  In  the  Canadi- 
an-Australian line.  The  schedule 
will  be  re-arranged,  and  the  steam- 
ers will  leave  Sydney  for  Auckland, 
omitting  the  present  call  at  Brisbane 
and  will  make  calls  at  Suva  and  Hon- 
olulu en  rotite  here  from  Auckland. 
The  Zealandia  will  probably  be  used 
until  such  time  as  the  ne%v  liner  is 
ready  to  join  the  Makura  and  Mar- 
ama  in  this  service.

.steatn.sliii)  line,  that  the  uummer 
schedule,  which  goes  into  effect  on 
April  1st,  provides  for  the  extension 
of  the  service  by  the  Prince  George 
and  Prince  Rupert  to  Stewart  via 
Prince  Rupert.  The  extension  of  the 
service  to  Stewart  has  been  found 
nocttssary  owing  to  the  inerfHsIng  trav- 
el and  possibilities  of  great  develop - 
tiieiits  ai  aiur  near  citewari  durinjj  ihe 
coming  summer.  The  Prince  George, 
which  broke  her  port  column  on  Sun- 
day when  nearing  the  dock  at  Seat- 
tle, Is  being  repaired  at  Esquimau 
and  will  be  ready  to  Join  the  Prince 
Rupert  when  the  twlce-a-week  aer- 
vico    begins   on    April    1st. 

Capt.  Nicholson  said:  "Prospects  are 
that  this  will  be  one  of  the  busiest 
seasons  In  the  history  of  the  Pacific 
coait.  There  is  every  Indication  of 
an  exceptionally  heavy  tourist  travel 
In  the  east  capitalists  have  turned 
.their  eyes  to  the  far  west,  and  we  are 
moving  with  a  view  to  having  large 
commercial  developments  all  along  the 
coast  during   the   next   few  years." 

Capt.  Nicholson  gave  a  general  out- 
line of  the  new  steamer  purchased  by 
him  while  in  the  east  for  the  coastal 
trade,  as  already  mentioned.  The 
boat  will  be  called  the  Prince  John, 
and  will  be  used  In  the  trade  between 
Prince  Rupert  and  Queen  Charlotte 
Islands.  She  is  185  feet  long,  with  a 
30  foot  beam,  and  has  a  passenger  ac- 
commodation of  200  people,  50  saloon 
and   150   steerage  passengers.

**  The  main  line  of  the  Grand  Trunk 
Pacific  will  be  completed  as  far  as 
Tete  Jaune  Cache,  47  miles  we.Ht  of  the 
sumndt  of  the  Rocky  Mountains,  in  the 
Yellowhead  Pass,  by  the  end  of  this 
season.  That  Is  the  statement  of  the 
various  contractors  and  sub-contrac- 
tors who  have  just  returned  from 
looking  over  proposed  contracts  on  the 
lint"  In  the'ttibuntai-ns.  it  is  the  ex- 
pectation of  Foley,  "Welch  and  Stew- 
art to  complete  their  contract  to  Teto 
Jaune  Cacne  before  the  end  of  the 
season,  and  with  this  end  in  view  thpy 
are  already  commencing  to  ship  outfits 
and  tnen  west,  to  the  camp^,  that  they 
have  established  in  the  mountxiins. 
For  the  season's  work  they  will  require 
over  3,000  men.  Active  construction 
haa  already  commenced  on  the  rock- 
work  west  of  the  Athabasca,  according 
to  H.  E.  ^arlet'jn,  one  of  the  sub- con- 
tractors on  the  line  in  the  Pass.  Ho 
has  a  sub  of  twelve  miles  on  the  other 
side  of  the  summit,  and  has  already 
started  some  outfits  to  work.  Prac- 
tically all  of  the  construction  that  Is 
to  he  done  on  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific 
this  season  west  of  Edmonton  will  be 
rockwork  and  wHU  require  an  Immense 
amount  of  ballasting.  Two  tunnels  of 
fair  length  will  be  required  In  the 
mountains,  and  work  on  these  Is  also 
to  proceed  this  summer.  It  is  the 
opinion  of  the  contractors  that  con- 
struction through  the  Yellowhead  will 
be  comparatively  easy.
